GENERAL DISCUSSION 

W. B. Trueman, Secretary of the 
Municipal District, anawered a few 
questions in regard to the business of 
the Divisions and the District in gen- 
eral, which showed that the cost of 
administration for the year had been 
remarkably low. Complete figures 
will pe given to the annual meeting 
on February 20th. 

Mr. Day referred to the fact th'at 
400 schools are reported closed in Al- 
berta on account of finances being 
low. He opposed tthe proposal of a 
province-wide school levy. 

Mr. Lobb stated that the ratepayers 
of Balmoral had been paying for their 
school for years, and did not look 
with favor on any general financing 
plan that would deprive them of the 
advantage they now held over other 
school districts. 

Mr. Ellenwood stated that peaple of 
Waskaaoo wanted to continue to 2on- 
{trol their own school. 

There was some discussion on the 
collection of Hospital accounts, and 
the liability in connection with these. 

The Secretary explained in connec- 
tion with the closing out of subdivis- 
fons under the Subdivided and Other 
Properties Act, that the preliminary 
order setting the time when taxes 
woud have to be paid had been re- 
ceived. The coming year would like- 
ly see the matter cleaned up. 

Mr. Comfort sugested the division 
of the municipality imto road beats 
with a supervisor for each, alting 
good results that hiad been secured by 
this method on their own road. 

There was a feeling that the assese- 
ment for Pine Lake as set by the 
Equalization Board was too high as 
compared with other districts, and a 
resolution was passed asking the 
Minister of Municipalities to have 
the question re-opened by the Board 
and a new valuation made. 

RED DEER SCHOOL DISTRICT 


A misunderstanding of the propos- 
al {n conneation whth the collection of 
taxes for the Red Deer School District 
seemed to have been gathered from 
recent press reports. 

Ib was explained, however, that the 
Red Deer School District comprises 
all or part of four municipalities, 
viz.:-All of the Giity of Red Deer, all 
of the Village of North Red Deer, part 
of the M.D. of Pine Lake, part of the 
M.D. of Golden West. 

Ajt presentt the City of Red Deer is 
the taxing authority for all of ithe 
School District, for school purposes. 

To prevent this overlapping of 
authority, and to_give the proper div- 
{sion of responsibil'ty, it is proposed 
that the secretary of each municipality 
will colleat the Red Deer school taxes 
from the portion of the school district 
Ithat falls within his municipality, the 
same as Pine Lake now does in regard 
to Balmoral and Clearview school 
Districts. 

Explanation was ajso made in re- 
gard to the Hligh School that 40 per- 
cemt. of the students ‘in ithe High 
School are not resident within the Red 
Deer School District, and ‘that the 
total grant paid to the Sohool Board 
‘by the government only amounts to 
tabout $1500 per year. Hence the 
desire of the School Board to get ad- 
ditional grante from some source. 

The meeting closed with a vote of 
thanks to the chairman ‘and the 
Secretary.

ASSESSNENT REVISED 
AND CONFIRMED 


The Galbraith Appeal Is :Dismissed, 

and Reductions Amounting ito About 

$18,000 Are Allowed by the Court of 
Revision. — 


After holding three sessions, aggre- 

gating nearly twelve hours, a6 a 
Court of Revision, the City Council at 
11.40, Thursday night, passed the final 
motion confirming the 1922 assessment 
as revised. 
- Sessions were held Wednesday af- 
ternoon and evening when evidence 
was taken in regard to the vanious ap- 
peals. The decisions were made on 
Thursday evening. 

An idea of the public interest taken 
in assessment matters this year, may 
e gathered from the fact that there 
was an attendance of fully 100 people 
at the Wednesday afternoon sitting 
of the Court. This probably consti- 
tutes a record atiendance on an oc- 
casion of this kind in Red Deer. 

The net result of the sitting of the 
Board will be a reduction of about 
$18,000 in the total assessment. 


RDSOLUTION OF SYMPATHY 


As soon as the Court was called to 
order by Mayor Collison, the following 
resolution was passed on motion of 
Alld. Broughton: 

“That the Council of the City of 
Red Deer, representing the citizens, of 
Red Deer, hereby expresses its .-sin- 
cere sympathy with Premier Green- 
oe in the untimely death of , his 
wife.” 


THE GALBRAITH APPHAL 


The appeal of F. W. Galbraith 
against the whole land assessment of 
the city of Red ‘Deer and the Red Deer 
School District as beimg too low, at- 
tracted considerable interest in 
view of the fact ‘that it affected every 
individual assessment. 

Questioned by the Court regarding 
the legality of Mr. Galbraith’s appeal, 
P. E. Graham, acting for the cilty 
solicitors, stated that the appellart 
was within his rights, but in order to 
establish his case he would have to 
take wp each parcel separately. 

Mr. Galbraith first of all withdrew 
his appeal as far as farm lands in the 
School District were concerned. They 
had not been cut as hc,had supposed. 

Mr. Galbraith stated that his appeal 
was based more or less on a matter of 
principle and as a protest against 
making improvements bear too heavy 
a proportion of the taxation. The 
assessment of $1250 on the Advocate 
property wa's too low, and he made a 
statement that loan companies were 
willing to loan 40 percent. on their 
valuation on property. 

Mr. McEwing, who appeared to op- 
pose the appeal on behalf of ithe C. P. 
R., objected to this as hearsay evi- 
dence. He was supported by Mr. 
Graham, and the Court agreed that 
they would have to insist on adher- 
ence to the rules of evidence. 

Mr. Galbraith proceeded ‘to make 
some statements about values, and 
Mr. McEwing again objected to every- 
thing as to valuations unless given 
by expert valuers. 

The appellant then entered into a 
discussion of rental values récognized 
by the city in making business assess- 
ments. Commissioner Stephenson 
wanted to know what the rental 
values on buildings had to do with the 
land values. Mr. Galbraith wanted to 
examine these relatively, but the Com- 
misatoner seemed afraid of getting 
mixed up in ‘the Pinstein theory. 

Mr. McPwing enquired what — he 
would do with land where there were 
no buildings, and Mr. Galbraith stat- 
ed that lamd in this town has no basis 
of vulue, citing the case of two lots 
that were sold for $3,000 and soon af- 
ter changed hands for less than $1.000. 
As for the Advocate property, there 
was nothing to justify a reduction 
from $2500 last year to $1250 this 
year, and thought the Equalization 
Board argument might be overdone; 
he admitted that the Board had done 
good work on the whole. 

Mr. Galbraith complained ‘that the 
assessment committee had not been 
called to pass on the assessmemt. The 
Commissioner read the clause in the 
charter showing that ‘the assessment 
committee had no jurisdiction over 
the assessor as regards the values 
that he placed on. ve property. 

The appellant contended that prop- 
erties on let St. S., Parkvale, and other 
parts of the city were too low. The 
Commissioner contended that he had 
made the assessment after mature de- 
liberation, and-that the appellamt had 
not shown any reason why the assess- 
ment should be charged. 

Mr. Galbraith admitted that he did 
not think any of the properties could 
be sold at the assesséd price. 

The solicitor pointed out that no 
evidence had been produced to show 
that Mr. Galbraith was in ‘a position 
to value land. He was pitting his 
own opinion as a newspaper editor in 
opposition to a qualified assessor. 

The Commissioner stated that the 
assessment had been unduly high for 
years, and cited his reasons. for reduc- 
ing the assessment as given in a re- 
cent issue of The News. 

When the Court finally considered 
the appeal, the golicttor contended in-

Rex vs. Walsh.—Accused is charged 
with permitting an illicit still to be 
operated on his premises in the’ vicin- 
ity of Ardley. 

Rex vs. Cottrell—Accused is charg- 
ed with failing to account properly his 
transactions while operating a thresh- 
ing machine near Lacombe. 

Rex vs. Codd.— Attempted murder at 
Lacombe. Codd iis reported to be in a 
dying condition and the case will not 
likely ever come to trial.

COUNCIL REVISING 
THE LICENSE BY-LAW 


License By-law and Hospital Report 
Hold Centre of Stage at Lengthy 
Meeting of City Council. 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held on Monday evening, 
continuing into the small hours of 
Tuesday morning. All the members of 
Council were present, Mayor Collison 
presiding. 

CORRESPONDENCE 

The Department of Municipal 
Affairs has undertaken to straighten 
out some difficulties in the collection 
of School taxes. 

Western Canada Fire Underwriters 
report that the key rate in Red Deer 
is 70 cents, Macleod 75 cents and Wet- 
askiwin 80 cents. Camrose, Vegre- 
ville, Vermilion, Lacombe and Innis- 
fail all hafe higher rates. 

The Fire Chief recommended the 
installation of a special hydrant ‘by the 
C.P.R. on their main between the 
water tank and the coal chute. 

W. E. Lord drew attention to diffi- 
culty expesienced in dealing with the 
beavers near his residence. He has 
already spent over $100 in protecting 
his property. He urged for the des- 
truction of the pests. Filed. 

The W. E. Lord Co., Merchants 
Bank and Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce wrote in reply to requests to 
keep ‘sidewalks clear of ice. 

The Workmen's Compensation 
Board enquired if gas masks required 
for the Fire Brigade had been pur- 
chased. The Commissioner will con- 
sult with Fire Chief and order the 
masks. 

Premier Greenfield wrote thanking 
the Council for their message of sym- 
pathy passed recently. 

The Experimental Farm, Lacombe, 
wrote thanking the City for use of 
rods for cleaning sewer pipes. 

Two samples of City water sub- 
mitted to the Provincial Laboratory 
for examination show that while they: 
are somewhat high in organic matter, 
they show no signs of dangerous con- 
tamination. 


COMMISSIONERS' REPORT 
The Council, City of Red Deer. 

Gentlemen:— 

We submit our regular report as 
follows: 

1. We have requested Chas. Ander- 
son, License Inspector, to attend this 
meeting to discuss the License By-law 
and suggest amendments that will 
facilitate the enforcement of the By- 
law. 

2. We have arranged mvith the Im- 
merial Bank for a line of credit of 
$10,000.00 until March lst, 1922, by 
which time arrangements should be 
made for the financing for the year. 

3. We recommend that an advance 
of $3,000.00 be made to the Hospital 
Board to pay pressing liabilities. 

4. We will commence the prepara- 
tion of the estimates at once, now that 
the Court of Revision has dealt with 
the assessment appeals and, if we can 
have the ischoof estimates in about a 
week, we will be able to present the 
estimates for the year for your con- 
sideration at the next meeting. 

All of which is respectfully sub- 


mitted.

A by-law was passed authorizing the 
Commissioners to borrow a sum not 
exceeding $40,000 to cover require- 
ments till the taxes are collected. It 
is proposed to borrow only $10,000.00 
at present; the balance is to provide 
for future needs. The Commissioner 
explained that apart from the schools 
and the hospital, the City could carry 
on till the end of March without fur- 
ther borrowing. 

W. E. Payne addressed the Council 
on Public School finances. The Board 
still owed $1709.87 on December ac- 
counts, and would require some $3100 
to pay salaries at the end of January. 
The $15,000 loan ‘secured from tne 
Royal Bank was exhausted. The gov- 
ernment grant of about $2,200 for the 
last four months of 1921 would be 
forthcoming a little tater. The total 
debenture indebtedness on all ‘the 
schools at the end of the year was 
only about $38,100, and none of 
these were in arrears. Mr, Gaetz and 
Mr. Payne expect to interview the 
Government this week on school finan- 
ces. 

The Commissioners assured Mr. 
Payne that the loan just arranged 
would care for present school require-

HOSPITAL REPORT 

The Hospital Commissioners pre- 
sented the following report for the 
information of Council: 

The Council, City of Red Deer. 
Gentlemen:— 

At the first meeting of the Hospital 
Commission E. M. Smith was appoint- 
ed Chairman and A. T. Stephenson 
Secretary-Treasurer. ‘Mr. Porter 
agreed to continue as secretary until 
the books of the Hospital Board were 
audited by the City Auditor and to 
render what assistance he could until 
the new Board was thoroughly estab- 
lished. 

The Commission visited the Hos- 
pital, and with the Matron went over 
the building with a view of reducing 
the operating expenses of same. In 
order to do this in the most efficient 
manner it was decided to ask the 
Government of Alberta for ithe servic- 
es of Mr. Whiston, ‘the Secretary of 
Municipal Hospitals, who came to 
Red Deer on January 19th, and with 
the commission made a thorough 6ur- 
vey of the Hospital. 

After a lengthy conference with Mr. 
Whiston, we decided to reduce to an 
eighteen bed hospital, eliminating the 
lower floor with the exception of the

In order to establish the new system 

with as little friction as possible, it 

‘was decided to notify the entire hos- 

pital staff’ that their services would 

be discontinued at the end of thirty 
days, giving them the right to make 
application for re-engagement. : 

A budget was prepared with the 
assistance of Mr. Whiston whereby a 
saving on operating expenses of ap- 
proximately $8000.00 will be effected 
over 1921 expenditures. 

Considerable discussion took place 
on the Hospital report. Ald. Smith 
expiained that on the previous opera- 
tions of the Hospital some $5700.00 
wae owing to local wholesalers and re- 
tallers, as well as $767 outstanding 
salary checks. Including loans, thé 
Hospital owed close to $12,000. There 
{is $10,261 in accounts owing to the 
Hospital, but a portion of these would 
not be collectable. Of this amount 
$5464 is owing for 1921. The $3000 
grant from the city would pay the 
overdue salaries and the January sal- 
ary and make a payment of 25 per 
cent. on the local accounts. The soli- 
citors have ‘been instructed to push 
collections. . 

REAL ESTATE LICENSES 

After a long discussion on real es- 
tate licenses, insurance and loan busi- 
nesses, etc. with Ald. Smith and 
Ald. Gibson as leaders of the debate, 
it wae decided that no effort would be 
made to collect business tax or license 
from those doing insurance business 
only. In regard to real estate deal- 
ers, the following resolution was pass- 
ed on motion of Ald. Gibson, with Ald. 
Eline dissenting. 

“That persons engaged in the real 
estate business and occupying prem- 
ises, ‘be ‘brought under the business 
tax. 

“That the license ‘by-law regarding ° 
real estate dealers ‘be amended to ex- 
clude those who are paying business 
tax,” 


LICENSE BY-LAW 

At the request of the Commission- 
ers, Chief Anderson expained the in- 
consistencies and discreparcies in the 
license by-law, which had been amend- 
ed and re-amended till it was practi- 
cally obsolete. 

After a lengthy discussion it was de- 
cided to re-draft and consolidate the 
whole by-law on the following lnes:— 

On all businesses where a provincial 
license is required, the clauses cover 
ing these in the License By-law will 
be deleted as obsolete. 

The license fee for peddlers, other 
than meat peddlers, will be set at $25 
for residents and $5¢€ for non-resi- 
dents. The license for meat peddlers 
will remain at $60.00 per year. 

‘All licenses will be granted either for 
the vear or half-year, terminating on 
the 30th of June or the 31st of Decem- 
ber in every case. 

The coal dealers’ license will be 
made to cover all persons or firms 
shipping coal by rail for sale in the 
city of Red Deer. 

The other provisions of the old 
by-law will rem'ain as heretofore.

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‘COMPENSATION ACT 
EXTENDED TO TAKE 
AN FARMERS 


Provincial Government Considering 
Advisability of Including Sickness; 
Benefits of Extension of the Act. 


Edmonton, January Hiccmaanent of 
the provincial government are. consid- 
ering the advisability of extending 
the medical services under the Work- 
men’s Compensation act of 'the prov- 
‘ince to include sicknegs, and following 
this, of extending the act also to in- 
clude farm labor. This was indicated 
by a remark passed by Hon. R. G. 
Reid, minister of health, during ‘the 
hearing of the delegation from the 
Rural Municipalities association, ‘the 
past week, when he said that the ne- 
cessity for a health tax from non-tax- 
payers for hospital services, might be 
partly overcome by the inclusion of 
farm laborers in the Compensation 
act, and the extension of the act to 
cover medical service for sickness. 

Such an extension of the act, if 
made, would eliminate a great deal of 
the private contracting work done by 
doctors for big corporations, for the 
reason that workmen now paying to 
doctors under private contract, would 
simply pay the fee under the Compen- 
sation act, and would be entitled to 
services of ‘the compensation board’s 
physician during sickness. The ad- 
vantage of such ‘a step in connection 
with labor in the rural districts is 
obvious. It would provide this class 
of people with medical services during 
sickness and would eliminafe to a 
great extent the necessity of levying 
a poll tax for health purposes in the 
province, which the municipalities 
delegation asked for. 

No definite decision has been made 
in the matter, butt the members of the 
government are giving-it serious con- 
sideration. 


IMPROVING THE GRADE 
OF WESTERN WOOL 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The wool from the farms of West- 
ern Canada grades disappointingly 
poor as compared with thliat from the 
Iastern provinces. This is due, not 
to any inferiority ‘inherent in the 
climate, but to the faulty way in 
which sheep are generally handled. 
The grade of Western wool could 
easily be greatly improved if intelli- 
gent attention was paid to removing 
the causes of its defects. 

The two defects that are chiefly re- 
sponsible flor lowering the quality 
are described in trade parlance as 
‘burry and seedy” and “dark.” “Bur- 
ry and seedy” wool includes more im- 
purities than burs and seeds, any 
vegetable impurity will throw wool 
into that grade and chaff is perhaps 
the commonest offender. Twenty per 
cent. of the domestic wool of Mani- 


toba and Saskatchewan handled by. 


‘the wool growers co-operative organi- 
zation in 1920 was reduced over four 
cents a pound by going into this classi- 
fication instead of the grade which its 
qaulity would otherwise have put it. 
“Burry and seedy” wool can ‘be almost 
entirely prevented by the following 
precautions: 

1. Never allow sheep to have access 
to straw stacks. 

2. If racks are used for feeding, they 
should either have stragiht sides, or, 
if the sides slope, the upper part 
should be tight, so that the feed does 
not fall on to the sheep’s necks. 

3. Care should be taken not to 
throw feed or bedding over sheep’s 
backs. 

4. If sheep are fed on the ground, 
they should be barred from the feed- 
ing place while feed is being spread. 

6. Rams with dense tight fleeces 
should be used to breed sheep with 
fleeces that will shed chaff as much 
as possible. 

6. If neck and shoulders are chaffy 
and remainder clean, the chaffy part 
of a fleece should be separated from 
the clean part in rolling and packing 
for shipment. 

“Dark” wool has @ much more éeri- 
ous fault than merely a bad color. The 
wools that go in this class are not 
only dark but weak. Wools of all 
grades are divided into three general 
classes, “bright,” “semf-bright” and 
“dark.” About twenty percent. of 
western domestic wool goes down ‘to 
“dark.” This is the hardest wool of 
all to sell, because this darkness is 


due to bad conditions which affect the 


vigor of the sheep while the wool is 
growing. “Dark” wool has weak 
spots init orin bad cases may all be 
weak. It breaks when being worked 
and produces inferior cloth. 

“Dark” or weak stapled wool may 
be prevented in the following ways: 

1. Provide sufficient and = suitable 
feed all the -year around so as to keep 
sheep in healthy condition. If straw 
is the only roughagé available in win- 
ter a light grain ration should be fed. 

2. In breeding, select rams _ with 
dense, compact fleece of fine quality 
and free from dark fibres.

Dear Sir,— 

Please may I ask my _ prohibition 
friends if “so great an authority as 
the late Sir Wm.

TEN YEARS ADD NEARLY BILLION 
TO ROCKEFELLER FORTUNES 


Ten years have added, from one 
source, oil, approximately $678,000,000 
to the Rockefeller fortune, it is esti- 
mated by Wall Street statisticians, 
prompted by the recent pronounced 
rise in the value of_all Standard Oil 
securities to figure the value of vari- 
ous units of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany compared with December 15, 
1911, or shortly before the inaugura- 
tion of independent operations. Since 
the dissolution decree of the United 
States Supreme Court, it develops, 
stocks of companies ‘that composed the 
original Standard Oil Company have 
appreciated $2,261,000,000 in market 
value, and are now figured at $2,865,- 
000,000.’ At the time of the dissolu- 
tion of the company the Rockefeller 
family owned 30 per cent. of the 
stock. Hence, since dissolution there 
has been a theoretical increase of 
$678,000,000 in the Rockefeller for- 
tune, considering holdings of Standard 
Oil shares alone.
